On*  of  the  moat  enriou*  railroad*  In  tha 
world  la  the  ten-inch  gauge  road  running  from 
Morth  Bellarica,  Man*.,  to  Bedford.  It  waa  at 
flrnt  hooted  at  by  the  people,  but  the  road  wan 
completed,  making  a  le.glh  of  about  eight  and 
»  half  mUea  There  are  eleven  bridge*  on  the 
road,  one  of  which  la  over  a  hundred  feel  long. 
The  rail*  weigh  twenty-»ve  pound,  to  the  yard. 
The  road  U  well  built  and  equipped.  One 
crude  1*  one  hundred  and  dfty  five  feet.  The 

*ar.  and  engine*  wllUtflr*t  sight  create  won- 

Jer  and  admiration.  Their  perfect  proportion* 
rire  them  a  handsome  appearance.  They  are 
constructed  very  near  $u-  ground,  giving  them 
great  advantage*  of  safety.  The  cam  basre  an 
aisle  with  one  seat  on  each  nhle  In  the  same 
manner  as  ordtuary  cam  have  two  seals.  The 
length  of  the  cam  allow  thirty  neats,  each  per¬ 
son  having  a  seat  to  himself.  The  cars  are 
supplied  with  closets,  water  tank,  are  heated  by 
stmm.  and  have  all  the  modem  Improvement*. 
They  weigh  but  four  aud  a  half  tons,  ordinary 
cars  weighing  on  an  average  eighteen  tons. 
The  train,  run  at  the  rate  of  twenty  miles 
sn  hour  with  perfect  safety  The  euglne  is 
placed  behind  the  tender,  giving  It  greater 
adhesion  to  the  track.  They  weigh  eight  tons 
sad  draw  two  passenger  sad  two  freight  cars. 
The  cost  of  the  rosd  was  about  K,^00  per  mile.
